ANNUAL  REPORT,  1909. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rothwell  Urban 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Rothwell  Urban 
District  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1909,  and  for  con¬ 
venience  sake  will  as  in  previous  Reports,  begin  with  the  formal 
record  of  Births  and  Deaths. 


POPULATION, 

From  the  Tables  on  page  10  you  will  observe  that  there  are  now 
2,995  houses  in  occupation  in  your  district,  an  increase  of  24 
during  the  past  twelve  months,  and  taking  the  number  of  in¬ 
habitants  per  house  to  be  the  same  as  last  year,  I  estimate  the 
population  at  14,075,  and  the  various  rates  set  forth  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  Report  are  estimated  accordingly. 

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  twelve  months 
ending,  December  31st,  1909,  amounted  lo  400,  and  consisted  of 
198  males  and  202  females.  Last  year  the  registered  births  num¬ 
bered  443.  The  births  recorded  in  the  Sub-Registration  District 
of  Rothwell  numbered  243,  and  comprised  122  males  and  121 
females.  In  Lofthouse  with  Carlton  and  Thorpe,  which  are 
comprised  within  the  Sub-Registration  District  of  Ardsley,  the 
births  registered  amounted  lo  r 5 7 ,  and  comprised  76  males  and 
81  females.  Compared  with  last  year  there  is  a  decrease  in  the 
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number  of  births  registered  in  Rothwell  and  Stourton  to  the  extent 
of  20,  and  in  Lofthouse  and  Carlton  with  Thorpe  there  is  also  a 
decrease  to  the  extent  of  23. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  entire  District  is  28.41  per  thousand  in¬ 
habitants,  as  against  31.81  last  year  and  27.89  in  the  year  1907. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

The  illegitimate  births  numbered  16,  and  comprised  6  males  and 
10  females.  Eleven  of  the  above  belong  to  Rothwell  and 
Stourton,  and  the  remaining  5  belong  to  Lofthouse  with  Carlton 
and  Thorpe.  The  illegitimate  births  are  in  the  proportion  of  1 
in  25  of  all  the  births  registered.  Last  year  the  proportion  was 
1  in  40,  and  in  1907  the  proportion  was  1  in  48. 


DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  for  the  entire  District 
during  the  twelve  months  ending,  31st  December,  1909,  was  183, 
and  comprised  103  males  and  80  females.  The  number  registered 
in  the  Sub-Registration  District  of  Rothwell  was  113,  and  com¬ 
prised  68  males  and  45  females.  The  number  registered  in  the 
Ardsley  Sub-Registration  portion  of  your  District  was  70,  and 
comprised  35  males  and  35  females.  The  total  deaths  registered 
for  the  year  1908  numbered  199,  and  for  the  year  1907  the  regis¬ 
tered  deaths  amounted  to  182. 

DEATH-RATE. 

The  death-rate  is  13.00  per  thousand  inhabitants,  as  against 
14.28  for  the  year  1908,  and  13.10  for  the  year  1907.  The  average 
death-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  14.76,  so  that  the 
death-rate  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  last  is  considerably 
below  the  average.  Thirty-one  per  cent,  of  the  registered  deaths 
consisted  of  children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  25  per  cent,  were 
those  of  persons  aged  65  years  and  upwards.  The  corresponding 
numbers  for  the  year  1908  were  45  and  18  respectively. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Forty-five  of  the  registered  deaths  were  those  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age.  The  infant  mortality — or  the  proportion  of 


deaths  under  the  age  of  one  year  per  thousand  registered  births 
— is  ii 2,  and  is  24  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  at  all  ages.  For  the 
year  1908  the  infant  mortality  was  148  per  thousand  births  regis¬ 
tered,  and  in  1907  it  was  140.  The  average  for  the  previous  ten 
years  was  155.  The  infant  mortality  as  a  rule  varies  greatly 
from  year  to  year  in  the  different  Wards,  but  in  all  the  Wards 
except  Lofthouse  there  is  a  satisfactory  decrease.  The  following 
table  shows  how  the  infant  mortality  varies  from  year  to  year  in

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Thiiteen  of  the  infant  deaths  were  due  to  Premature  Birth  and 
Congenital  Debility,  nine  were  due  to  Zymotic  and  other  pre¬ 
ventable  diseases,  and  the  remainder  were  mostly  due  to  diseases 
of  the  respiratory  organs. 


INQUESTS. 

Fourteen  Inquests — 12  males  and  2  females — were  held  during 
the  twelve  months  ending,  31st  December,  1909.  The  number 
for  the  year  1908  was  24  and  for  1907  8.  Six  out  of  the  fourteen 
were  in  the  Stourton  Ward,  3  in  the  North  Ward,  1  in  the  South 
Ward,  1  in  the  Lofthouse  Ward,  and  3  in  the  Carlton  Ward.  The 
causes  of  death  were  returned  as  follows  : — Drowning  4,  Heart 
Disease  3,  Cut  Throat  1,  Apoplexy  1,  Suffocation  1,  Strangula¬ 
tion  1,  Syncope  1,  Fractured  Spine  1,  Fractured  Skull  1.  Six  of 
the  above  were  accidents,  and  4  were  suicides. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

Eight  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  the  following  Zymotic 
Diseases,  viz.  :  —  Diarrhoea  4,  Whooping-Cough  2,  Scarlet  Fever 
1,  and  Typhoid  Fever  1.  The  deaths  due  to  Zymotic  Diseases 
during  the  year  1908  numbered  20,  and  for  the  year  1907  the 
number  was  11. 


ZYMOTIC  DEATH-RATE. 


The  Zymotic  Death-Rate  is  0.56  per  thousand  inhabitants,  as 
against  1.43  in  1908,  and  0.79  in  1907. 
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NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


During 


_  ^ie  year  ending,  31st  December,  1909,  the  Infectious 
Diseases  notified  numbered  106  as  compared  with  76  in  1908  and 
1 48  'n  I9°7-  i  liey  were  as  follows: — Scarlet  Fever  32,  Typhoid 
Fever  it,  Diphtheria  11,  Erysipelas  20,  and  Phthisis  32.  Of  the 
above,  14  belonged  to  the  North  Ward,  18  to  the  South  Ward, 
23  to  the  Stourton  Ward,  and  8  to  the  Carlton  Ward.  Twenty 
notifications  veie  received  from  the  \\  orkhouse  and  1  from  the 
Children’s  Homes.  None  of  the  notifications  received  from  the 
Workhouse  or  Children’s  Homes  belonged  to  any  of  the  Wards 
comprised  within  the  Rothwell  Urban  District  Area.  Thirty-six 
of  the  total  cases  notified  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
and  these  comprised  21  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  10  cases  of 
1  \  phoid  h  e\  er ,  and  3  cases  ol  Diphtheria.  1  he  following  Table 
gives  particulars  as  to  the  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  belom 
in 4  to  each  Ward  : — 
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None  of  the  cases  notified  from  the  Workhouse  belong:  to  the 

Rothwell  Urban  District. 


I  he  following  Table  gives  particulars  as  to  the  number  of  In¬ 
fectious  Cases  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  from  each 
Ward  :  — 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 


During  the  twelve  months  ending1,  31st  December,  1909,  the 
number  eh  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  amounted  to  32,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  16  in  the  year  1908,  and  92  in  the  year  1907.  One  oi 
the  above  proved  fatal,  this  case  being  located  in  the  North 
W  ard.  During  the  year  1908  there  were  no  fatal  cases,  and  in 
1907  there  was  one.  Reference  to  the  Tables  in  connection  with 
Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  ”  will  show  that  the  cases 
were  located  as  follows  : — North  Ward  7,  South  Ward  6, 

Stourton  W  ard  7,  Lofthouse  Ward  9,  and  Carlton  Ward  2.  In 
addition  to  the  above  one  case  was  notified  from  the  Children's 
Homes,  but  this  case  did  not  belong  to  any  of  the  Wards  com¬ 
prised  within  the  Roth  well  Urban  District  Area.  Twenty-one  of 
the  cases  notified,  including  the  case  from  the  Children’s  Homes, 
were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  it  was  in  the  Hospital 
where  the  death  recorded  took  place.  At  no  time  during  the 
year  did  the  disease  assume  epidemic  form,  but  during  the  spring 
and  autumn  months  there  were  cases  in  all  ihe  wards  of  the 
district,  but  nearly  all  the  cases  notified  were  of  a  very  mild  type, 
and  several  were  in  the  peeling  stage  before  the}  w  ere  discovered. 
Every  case  notified  was  prompty  attended  to,  and  where  thorough 
isolation  could  not  be  enforced  at  home  it  was  at  once  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  In  nearly  every  instance  the  steps 
taken  prevented  the  disease  from  spreading. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 


Eleven  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  during  the  twelve 
months  ending  31st  December,  1909,  as  against  15  cases  in 
1908  and  13  cases  in  1907.  The  cases  notified  were  located  as 
follows  : — South  Ward  2,  Stourton  Ward  4,  and  Lofthouse  Ward 
5.  One  of  the  above  proved  fatal,  as  against  3  in  1908  and  ]  in 
1907.  d  en  of  the  cases  notified  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  and  the  fatal  case  was  one  of  these  and  belonged  to 
Stourton.  Nearly  all  the  cases  notified  were  of  sporadic  origin 
and  supervened  upon  a  previous  illness,  and  in  no  instance  was 
there  more  than  one  case  notified  from  the  same  house.  One  of 
the  cases  was  an  imported  one  and  was  that  of  a  male  who  had 
come  to  stay  with  relatives  after  having  been  discharged  from  the 
Wath  Isolation  Hospital,  where  he  was  detained  for  a  period  ol 
two  months  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever.  He  was  discharged 
from  Wath  Hospital  on  January  27th,  and  was  admitted  into  the 
Isolation  Hospital  here  on  February  6th.  This  was  a  typical  case 
of  Typhoid  Fever,  and  the  attack  was  a  very  severe  one,  but  the 
patient  made  a  satisfactory  recovery  and  was  discharged  on 
April  7th.  For  three  rears  in  succession  there  have  been  no 
notifications  of  Typhoid  Fever  from  the  Carlton  Ward,  which  for 
several  wars  previouslv  was  the  Ward  from  which  most  01  the 
typhoid  notifications  were  received. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

Eleven  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  twelve 
months  ending,  31st  December,  1909,  as  against  21  in  1908  and  9 
in  1907.  The  cases  notified  were  located  as  follows  : — North 
Ward  1,  South  Ward  1,  Stourton  Ward  7,  and  Lofthouse  Ward 
2.  All  the  above  cases  were  of  a  very  mild  type  and  only  5  out  of 
the  ji  notified  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  None 
of  the  cases  notified  proved  fatal. 

MEASLES. 

During'  the  year  just  ended  there  have  been  several  outbreaks 
of  measles  and  every  Ward  in  the  District  has  suffered,  and 
though  the  cases  have  been  numerous  none  of  them  proved  fatal. 
For  many  years  in  succession  the  deaths  from  Measles  were  in 
excess  of  those  from  any  of  the  other  Infectious  Diseases.  In 
1908  there  was  1  death,  in  1907  there  were  3  deaths,  and  in  1906 
the  deaths  from  Measles  numbered  11. 

WHOGPING=COUGH. 

Whooping  Cough  was  very  prevalent  throughout  your  entire 
district  during  the  Autumn  months,  and  two  of  the  Zymotic  deaths 
were  due  to  that  disease  and  its  sequelae.  The  deaths  were 
located  as  follows  :  —  1  in  the  North  Ward  and  1  in  the  South 
Ward.  Last  year  Whooping-Cough  was  responsible  for  7  of  the 
Zymotic  deaths  registered,  and  in  1907  the  deaths  registered  as 
due  to  whooping  cough  numbered  2. 

DIARRHCEA. 

i  he  deaths  registered  as  due  to  Diarrhoea  and  Zymotic  Enteritis 
during  the  year  1909  numbered  4  as  compared  with  7  in  1908,  and 
1  in  1907.  The  cold  wet  summer  and  autumn  of  1909  were  not 
favourable  to  the  propagation  and  spread  of  Diarrhoea,  and  the 
very  low  Zymotic  death-rate  is  in  great  part  due  to  the  compara¬ 
tively  fewer  deaths  from  that  disease.  The  fatal  cases  were 
located  as  follows: — North  Ward  1,  Stourton  Ward  2,  and 
Lofthouse  Ward  r. 

ERYSIPELAS, 

Sixteen  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during  the  past  twelve 
nonths,  as  against  10  in  1908  and  10  in  1907.  The  cases  notified 
were  located  as  follows — North  Ward  3,  South  Ward  3,  Stourton 
Ward  2,  Lofthouse  Ward  4,  and  Carlton  Ward  4.  None  of  the 
above  proved  fatal.  I11  addition  to  the  above  4  cases  were 
notified  from  the  Workhouse,  but  none  of  these  belonged  to  anv 
of  the  wards  comprised  v.iihin  the  Eothwell  L  rban  District 
Area. 
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PHTHISIS. 

Though  notification  of  Phthisis  is  not  compulsory,  your  Council 
pays  the  usual  notification  fee  to  medical  men  for  all  voluntary 
notifications  of  cases  IcCated  within  the  Rothwell  Councils’  Area. 
Sixteen  notifications  were  received  during  the  twelve  months 
ending,  31st  December,  1909,  and  were  located  as  follows 
North  Ward  3,  South  Ward  6,  Stourton  Ward  3,  Lofthouse 
Ward  2,  and  Carlton  Ward  2.  Notification  of  persons  in  receipt 
of  parochial  relief  suffering  from  Phthisis  is  compulsory,  and  one 
of  the  above  resident  in  the  Stourton  Ward  is  included  in  the 
sixteen  notified.  In  addition  to  the  above  16  notifications  there 
were  16  notifications  of  Phthisis  received  from  the  Workhouse, 
but  none  of  these  belonged  to  any  of  the  Wards  comprised 
within  the  Rothwell  Urban  District  Area.  The  deaths  registered 
as  due  to  Phthisis  numbered  6,  and  from  other  Tuberculous 
Diseases  8,  a  total  number  nearly  twice  as  great  as  the  total 
deaths  from  all  Zymotic  diseases  combined.  The  fatal  cases 
were  located  as  follows  : — North  Ward  2,  Stourton  Ward  3,  and 
Carlton  Ward  1.  Every  house  from  which  a  death  was  registered 
or  a  case  notified,  was  visited,  and  the  same  steps  were  taken  as 
in  cases  of  other  infectious  diseases. 

The  above  is  the  history  of  Zymotic  Disease  in  your  district 
during  the  twelve  months  ending,  31st  December,  1909.  Every 
house  from  which  a  case  of  infectious  disease  was  notified  was 
visited,  and  in  every  case  disinfectants  were  supplied,  defective 
drains  and  gullies  repaired  and  reconstructed,  sanitary  defects 
made  good  and  proper  measures  taken  to  prevent  the  disease  from 
spreading.

SANITARY  REPORT. 

Table  C,  which  is  duly  filled  in  and  appended  to  this  Report, 
contains  full  particulars  as  to  the  W  ater  Supply,  Excrement  Dis¬ 
posal,  Sanitary  Work  during  J909,  &c. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  following  are  the  extensions  and  alterations  carried  out 
during-  the  twelve  months  ending  31st  December,  1909 

Extension  of  Water  Mains  p45  y^s  3-in  Swithen’s  Farm, 

/  320  yards  3-in.  Middleton  Lane. 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  various  portions  of  your 
district  during  the  vear  ending  31st  December,  1909,  amounted  to 
110,507,000  gallons,  which  is  in  the  proportion  of  2T.5  gallons 
daily  per  head  of  the  population  for  all  purposes.  The  quantity 
supplied  for  trade  purposes  amounted  to  47,348,000  gallons,  and 
the  amount  for  domestic  purposes  was  63,159,000  gallons,  which 
is  equal  to  12.3  gallons  daily  per  head  of  the  population.

DRAINAGE. 

During  the  twelve  months  ending,  31st  December,  1909,  the 
only  extension  of  sewers  was  at  Daisy  Vale,  Thorpe,  where  128 
yards  9-in  sewer  were  laid.  The  treatment  of  the  sewage  at  the 
Stourton  Outfall  Works  continues  satisfactory.  The  effluent  from 
the  present  outfall  works  at  Lemon royd  is  not  satisfactory,  but 
your  Sanitary  Committee  have  a  scheme  under  consideration, 
which,  when  the  preliminary  difficulties  have  been  overcome,  will 
be  earned  out,  and  the  sewage  will  be  treated  there  on  similar 
lines  as  at  Stourton,  where  the  effluent  is  consistently  good  and 
gives  entire  satisfaction  to  the  River’s  Board  Inspector.  Through¬ 
out  your  district  satisfactory  progress  continues  to  be  made  with 
the  rebuilding  and  reconstructing  of  defective  privies  and  ashpits, 
and  providing  new  ones  where  required. 

The  various  cow-sheds  and  slaughter-houses  in  your  district 
have  been  visited  by  your  Sanitary  Committee,  accompanied  by 
your  Medical  Officer  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  with  one  or  two 
exceptions  all  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The 
Veterinary  Inspectors’  Report,  which  is  attached  to  this  Report, 
gives  full  particulars  as  to  the  various  cowsheds  he  has  visited 
during  the  twelve  months  ending  31st  December,  1909. 

All  the  workshops  in  your  district  have  been  visited  and  in¬ 
spected,  and  all  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The 
workshops  number  33  and  include  1  bakehouse  and  5  domestic 
workshops.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  done  during

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  1909  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  belong¬ 
ing  to  your  district  admitted  into  the  Isolation  Hospital  numbered 
36,  as  compared  with  29  in  1908  and  70  in  1907. 

The  above  comprised  21  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  10  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever,  and  5  cases  of  Diphtheria.  Of  the  above  2  proved 
fatal,  1  being  due  to  Scarlet  Fever  and  1  to  Typhoid  Fever.  The 
death  from  Scarlet  Fever  was  that  of  a  patient  removed  from  the 
North  Ward,  and  the  Typhoid  Fever  death  was  that  of  a  patient 
removed  from  the  Stourton  Ward.  In  many  instances  infectious 
diseases  have  been  prevented  from  spreading  by  prompt  removal 
of  first  cases.

During  the  year  the  last  instance  of  one  closet  serving 
four  houses  has  been  remedied  and  a  good  number  of  the  cases 
with  two  privies  for  six  houses  have  been  more  suitably  provided 
with  accommodation  in  this  respect,  and  it  is  hoped  that  at  the 
end  of  next  year  such  a  thing  as  only  two  privies  to  six  houses 
will  not  be  known  in  the  district. 

A  further  number  of  the  privies  within  6  feet  of  dwelling 
houses  in  the  Stourton  district  have  been  converted  into  water 
closets. 

Further  improvements  to  unsatisfactory  ashpits  and  privies  are 
very  necessary,  not  only  from  a  health  point  of  view,  but  also  to 
facilitate  the  means  of  cleansing,  as  wih  the  yearly  increase  of 
ashpits,  etc.,  the  scavenging  staff  will  have  to  be  enlarged  unless 
these  old  and  unsatisfactory  ashpits,  which  are  usually  difficult  to 
empty  and  cleanse,  are  diminished. 
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Twenty-seven  Privies  have  been  replaced  with  30  W.C.'s,  26 
Ashpits  have  been  reconstructed,  2  Ashpits  have  been  covered  in, 
and  9  extra  Privies  have  been  provided. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE.

During  my  inspection  of  the  cowsheds  during  the  year  1  have 
found  the  cowsheds  on  the  whole  fairly  satisfactory. 

There  is  a  marked  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  cows 
and  in  the  manner  in  which  the  sheds  are  kept,  and  1  am 
satisfied  that  the  majority  of  the  cowkeepers  are  attempting  to 
comply  with  the  Sanitary  Committee’s  wishes  in  this  respect, 
and  during  my  last  visit  to  the  sheds  in  midwinter  I  was  agreeably 
surprised  at  the  large  number  of  milk  cows  which  had  been 
groomed  and  had  their  flanks  and  hind  quarters  absolutely  free 
from  dirt  of  any  sort. 

The  Milk  Regulations  mentioned  in  mv  last  Annual  Report  are 
temporarily  lying  in  obeyance  pending  promised  Legislation  in  this 
matter,  but  in  the  meantime  all  is  being  done  that  can  be  done  in 
the  way  of  inspection  of  the  milk  cows  and  cowsheds  and  the 
analytical  and  bacteriological  examination  of  the  milk  supplied  to 
the  public,  to  ensure  a  good  wholesome  supply. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES 

The  6  Slaughter-Houses  in  the  district  have  been  satisfactorily 
conducted,  and  on  the  whole  the  meat  from  them  is  of  a  good 
quality. 

There  are  4  offensive  trades,  consisting  of  1  tripe  dresser  and 
3  fat  extractors,  and  also  16  fried  fish  shops  in  the  district. 
The  tripe  dresser's  establishment  continues  a  model  of  cleanliness, 
and  although  the  fish  sold  from  the  fried  fish  shops  is  usually 
of  excellent  quality,  the  cleanliness  of  some  of  these  places  leaves 
much  to  be  desired. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

Twenty  samples  of  new  milk  and  2  samples  of  old  milk  have 
been  taken  by  me  for  analysis  for  adulteration  by  water  and  the 
adding  of  preservatives,  and  6  samples  have  been  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  for  tubercular  infection. 

Two  samples  of  milk  were  adulterated  by  the  addition  of  11.5 
per  cent,  and  2.3  per  cent,  of  added  water  respectively,  and  3 
samples  were  polluted  by  the  addition  of  1^  grains  to  2^  grains 
of  Boric  Acid  per  pint  of  milk  as  a  preservative. 

Of  the  6  samples  of  milk  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
for  the  Tuberculous  Bacilli,  all  were  free  with  the  exception  of 
one.  The  infected  milk  was  from  a  cowshed  outside  your 
Council’s  area. 

In  this  case  the  cattle  were  examined  by  a  Veterinary  Surgeon, 
the  affected  cattle,  two  in  number,  located,  and  the  milk  from 
these  cows  stopped  from  being  used  for  human  consumption. 


CANAL  BOATS. 

One  hundred  and  eight  Canal  Boats  have  been  inspected.  Of 
these,  14  boats  having  a  total  of  20  contraventions  of  the  Canal 
Boats  Act  of  1877  and  1884  were  met  with.  'The  whole  of  these 
contraventions  have  been  remedied. 


BUILDINGS. 

Twenty  Dwelling  Houses,  1  Public  Building,  and  6  Buildings  of 
a  miscellaneous  character  have  been  built  during  the  year.  Of 
the  20  houses,  2  have  six  rooms,  7  five  rooms,  and  11  four  rooms 
above  the  ground  level. 

Twenty-three  plans  have  been  deposited,  of  which  15  were  ap¬ 
proved  and  8  disapproved.  There  are  4  houses  and  extensions  to 
a  Public  Building  in  course  of  erection,  and  28  empty  houses, 
against  32  last  year  and  42  the  year  previous.  Seventeen  of  the 
28  empty  houses  are  at  Stourton. 

Little  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  drafting 
of  the  proposed  new  Building  Bye-Laws,  due  to  pressure  of  other 
work. 
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A  much  needed  public  want  has  been  filled  with  the  numbering 
of  the  houses,  247  in  number,  in  the  Carlton  district. 

Licenses  have  been  granted  to  4  persons  for  the  sale  of 
petroleum,  petrol,  calcium  carbide,  etc.  under  the  Petroleum 
Acts. 

The  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  has  not  yet  been 
put  in  force  in  the  district. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  again  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
courtesy  of  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  also  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Sanitary  and  Building  Committees 
for  their  loyal  support  in  the  carrying  out  of  my  duties.

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VETERINARY  INSPECTION  OF  CATTLE. 


ROTH  WELL  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


During  the  eight  months  dating  from  May,  1909,  I  have  made 
657  veterinary  examinations  of  cows  in  the  above  district,  and 
find  in  most  instances  a  further  improvement  in  both  the  quality 
of  the  animals  and  the  observance  of  instructions  issued  bv  your 
Council. 

In  several  instances  the  sheds  have  been  revisited  to  examine 
suspected  cows. 

Five  udders  were  found  diseased,  7  udders  milking  on  only 
3  quarters,  and  eight  cows  affected  with  organic  disease  of  other 
organs  (probably  tuberculous),  the  owners  were  informed  and 
agreed  to  take  the  course  advised,  both  as  to  the  future  disposal  of 
the  milk  and  the  cows. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  inspection  99  visits  have  been  made  to 
the  various  cowsheds.
